Divorce Worse Than Polygamy 


Declares Cardinal Logue 


YORK, 
May 
23.—Cardinal 


Logu«, primate of Ireland, 
has 
been 


quoted at length on the subject of di- 
vorce. 
The cardinal declared that tho 


divorce evil is doing great mischief and 
threatens to do more. If the laws oil the 
Catholic Church were folio-wed, he said,^ 
they would put an eijd to the trouble. 


"If of two evils I -were to choose the 


1< 39 I would prefer Mormon polygamy, 
where several wives are taken, at once, 
tn progressive polygamy, aa practiced by 
divorced people who remarry. 
In the 


former case th» wive* and children arc 
provided, for and in the latter the wive" 
often are sent adrift and exposed to 
every danger, whereas, the cnlldren, If 
there are any, are deprived of the pro- 
tection and care which the natural law 
itself dictates that they should receive 
at the hands of their parents " 


"Do not the efforts of Prince de Sagan 


and Anna Gould to obtain the Pope's 


sanction to their marriage show a yield- 
Ing to divorce by 
members 
of 
the 


church''" he was asked. 


"By the parties concerned," he an- 


swered, "but not by members 
of the 


church generally. If the first marriage 
was valid, as it likely was, their efforts 
to "obtain either a "sentence declaring 
the first marrlaga Invalid or in any wav 
sanctioning a second marriage are hope- 
less as far a.s the Pope is concerned, 1

cratic titles attract American girls be- 
cause we have not got them at home.

"Paris never saw me as I am. I was

and solidity of purpose, the American 
man has no equal.

"I know now that this hero of our 


imagination is more often than not b\it 
a gilded and beribboned manikin, but 
women will never believe It until they

ners—how could he be capable of cov- 
etousness or intrigue? 


"Curious, is It not? The French aris- 


tocracy, conserved in its own ice, play* 
upon the imaginations of American heir- 
esses by the characteristics it most con- 
spicuously lacks. I knew quite well when 
a girl that not all French noblemen were 
jewels that the revolution forgot to de- 
stroy.

side dwelling, already finished inside 
entirely by the work of the owner, Mr.1 

Had not he and Mrs. Combs 
made nearly all of the artistic furni- 
ture which It contains with their own 
hands? Had not Mrs. Fred Sears done 
the leaded glass" window panes, chan- 
deliers, electric light shades, and even 
grills in their own pretty home on the 
north side? Was there not an archi- 
tect in the company. Mr. Wright, who, 
c f course, could, design beautiful cot- 
tages and gjve any-number of hints 
sjid nelps?

"No matter how pretentious—pre-

Is one feature which everybody has 
decided upon," said Mr. Fred Sears, 
who has been the general promoter 
and' business manager. "This Is to 
have one big living room, which Is to 
cover almost entirely tha first floor. 
The cottages are to be made slip lap 
with batten Joints, rough pine boards 
on the outside, with rafters and spud- 
ding left In the open on the Inside. 
Whatever finish may be added or va- 
riety decided upon, this Is to be; the 
geneial plan, especially the big living 
room. The family which does"not de- 
cide 1.o take its meals In the guild hall 
probably will do without a dining- 
room and have its table set at the 


end of the big living room." 
The guild hall is to be the hotel as 


well as the workshop, and it is to be 
presided over by a real southern cook, 
who is known to have fried chicken 
accomplishments.

ly Meals for a "Week.' It— 
and particularly your teroe 


comment upon It—moves me to get Into 
print If possible. 
"I know that the table may be set for 


two for the amount named ($3.80 per 
week>. Moreover, I can better It con- 
siderably. 
' "First. I would say that we are a 
family of three adults, and that all 
are 'hearty eaters." "We do not nerd 
to be 'tempted' when we come to the 
table. We like our food well-cooked 
and well-seasoned. 
I never 'skimp1 


my cookery, but use plenty of butt;r 
and milk. 
"I go regularly on a certain day each 


week—usually on Friday—and buy my 
groceries. My order amounts to $2.50. 
(Two 
dollars and fifty cents.) I al- 


ways pay cash down. This varies a 
few cents, of course, but I make a. 
list of articles needed for that week 
and keep the prices down to th:.t. 
knowin? what these are. I don't mean 
to say that 12.50 spent in any old 
way will supply three people with 
food for a week, but judiciously ex- 
pended It will, and it does! 


"If your pantry is well-stocked, try 


it! If you are short of everything, 


f you will either have to 'stock up.' 


or begm and work into- this . pl:m 
gradually. I have kept house on thU 
basis for three years, and began at 
flrst to get 'stocked up.' 
For In- 


stance, spices, of all kinds, a half 
pound at a time. etc. One half pound 
of spice, except at pickling time, will 


last six months, and some klnda, such 
as cloves and allspice, longer. Have 
baking 
powder, 
condensed cream, 


raisins, citron, rice, barley, beans and 
peas always on hand. 
They do not 


deteriorate. Get one at a time, as you 
can, and replenish whatever you use 
up each week. You won't run 
of everything at once, 


"I keep a few things upon an 'emer- 


gency shelf,' and if I use from it, I 
fill It up argaln. For example—a can 
of mustard, sardines, salmon, corn," 
peas, a package of cheese -wafers, a 
pound of soda biscuits, etc. You have 
no idea how many possibilities such 
a shelf affords for 'rounding out' a din- 
ner or luncheon. 
, 


"I have never figured out the cosluof 


each article and the whole amount down 
to a cent, as 'One Housemother* has, 
because I am always stocked up anl 
could not tell exactly. But the total is 


groceries, 25 cents for milk and the same 
for incidentals. This gives $3 per week, 
against 'One Housemother's' $3,80. 


"I wince, in anticipation, at your com- 


what counts, and my total is $2.50 lor ment, but I am not as parsimonious as 


that sounds. There is a good deal In 
saving everything. 
Nothing goes to 


waste in my kitchen. 


"I offer a sample of our weekly menu. 


It is plain, but wholesome. ^ I Include 


luncheons. The menu is bona fide. I'm 
carrying It out this week. Never a week 
passes In which we do not have some- 
body at our table. We rarely have more 
than two. 


"I have a host of good and economical 


recipes that I'll send if you would Ilka 
to have them. 


"Miss C. (Detroit, Mich.)." 


We shall be glad to have your recipes 


and to use them. 


I am grateful to you for writing at 


length and so clearly. The more pleased 
because you have made so plain that tho 
wayfaring housemother, though a nov- 
ice, 
may 
not 
err 
in 
perceiving 


why there Is such a discrepancy be- 
tween estimates of current expenses sup- 
plied by you and the 54-a-week disciples 
and the woman who has a stated month- 
ly stipend she cannot exceed, yet which 
will not set forth her table for the sums 
you name. 


When I put my finger upon that emer- 


gency shelf, or what corresponds to it in 
other households, I designate the root of 
bitterness and the core of the apple of 
discord. It Is an admirable adjunct to re- 
frigerator and market basket. No home 
should be without it. I survey my well- 
stocked shelves with complacency. 
I 


buy sardines, canned tomatoes (we buy 
no other canned vegetables or fruits), 
spices, soaps, sugars and sealed pack- 
ages of tea. crackers, cottolene. fla- 
voring essences, mustard, vinegar anJ 
alcohol at wholesale prices and salad oil 
in half-gallon cans. 


One compartment holds jellies, another 


pickles; two or three shelves are devoted, 
to my homemade canned fruits. 


For mine is a cupboard, not a shelf. I 


heartily applaud your system ot reserves 
against the day of surprise or accident. 


BUT (the printer has not capitals big 


enough to convey the importance of the 
monosyllable!)—BUT every dollar that 
goes to the "stocking up" you denote as 
of great value should be added to the 
sum paid for table expenses and ac- 
counted for in the total of each week's 
outlay. Say that I spend $5 on the flrst 
day of the month in replenishing the 
shelf, filling up the gaps made during 
the last four weeks. I should divide that 
sum by the number of weeks in the next 
month, adding a certain sum to each re- 
port of a weekly outlay. You may not 


usa up ail the gap-fillers; but you havs 
spent that $5 for table expenses. And, 
unless John allows his wife an emer- 
gency fund, tho money has gone lor 
dally living. I do not wish fhat you or 
any other of my fellow-tollers In the do- 
mestic field should "wince" at an utter- 
ance of mine. Heaven forbid! I am here 
to help, not to hurt. 


If I have smiled in affectionate amuse- 


ment when one has appended to the 
painfully accurate "list of household ex- 
penses": "I had butter In the house"; or 
another: "We have a garden that helps 
us out"; or a third, "We keep a cow," 
or: "We raise our own chickens and don't 
have to buy eggs," yet Is modestly 
proud of keeping expenses down, with- 
out thinking of computing what they 
would have been had the butter tub been 
empty, or if she had to buy vegeta- 
bles or milk or eggs. I am not Inclined 
to ridicule or to sneer at the oversight. 


Here lies the truth: Every dollar spent 


In the purchase of household stores dur- 
ing the year should be equitably ap- 
portioned In making up weekly and 
monthly accounts. I have been sharply 
taken to task by wives made sore-heart- 
ed by the comments of husbands upon 
the failure to bring down table expenses 
to the standard set by tho "t4-a-wee]c 
cranks." as one goaded correspondent 
names them in a recent protest against 
the publication of "any more of those 
pestiferous reports of how ten people 
can live and fatten for what wouldn't 
keep a family of three like my husbnnd 
from starving." 


I believe honestly that unintentional 


omissions, such as I have pointed out, 
are responsible for most of the misun- 
derstanding and uncomfortable feeling 
that have attended upon correspondence 
on this subject. 


The emergency shelf Is a capital thing, 


and "Miss C." has given us a capital 
letter. Her menu will be found be- 
low.

a suitable dish to cool. It will form a 
solid cake with which you may, from time 
to time, renew the surface by rubbing It on 
cold. Afterward, go all over the floor with 
the rubber. For ordinary renewal of the 
surface the orarnj.ry paraffine is preferable. 


How to Make the Floor-Rubber. 
Prepare a piece of wood from lour to six 
Inches thick and about two feet square. At- 


" tach a handle to the middle at an^angle of 


45 degrees. The handle should be about 414 
feet long. Cover the rubber with two or 
three thicknesses of old blanket or carpet. 
The floor should be polished daily with the 
above after-a good sweeping.

Cooking Cabbage 


D 


O YOU know that cabbage may be 


boiled without emitting that ob- 
jectionable odor, whJch so cften 


causes us to drop that vegetable from 
our menu? 


The method is a very simple one, and 


•well worth trying. Into tho midst- of 
tho cabbage place a good-sized onion, 
which has teen peeled; then on top 
place slices of stale bread, cut thick, 


Do not add too much water to the cab- 


bage at one time, or It will soak the 
bread and cause it to separate and mis 
with thfl cabbage, but, rather, add 
•% ater from time to time In course of the 
boiling process. 


Upon the back of the stove, where It 


will just simmer, set a small vessel con- 
taining vinegar and sugar. 


The bread and onion absorb the odor, 


and the vinegar and sugar are n. precau- 
tion to ma>«- aaauraca» ^mbl# mrf- 
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T mention of a. cinder In the eye, 


my mind reverts to a pathetic 
little story in which a cinder was 
responsible for the breaking of 


nn engagement of marriage between two 
young people; but that is neither here 
:nor there. The cinder under discussion 
•Is a prosaic cinder, with no intention of 
ioini more mischief than causing ex- 
cruciating physical pain, inflaming tha 
eye. demoralizing the temper and de- 
ranging the nerves. 
The summer traveler can scarce ex- 


pect to escape meeting with such a, cin- 
der 
somewhere in the length and 


breadth of ter Journeyings. 


In hot -weather one. is likely to be not 


co closely veiled, and the windows and 
doors of cars and other conveyances 
must needs be opened wide to admit of 
the chance breathr of air on a sultry 
day. These conditions invite the cinder. 


And how to treat it when we eet it? 


Aunt Mary will tell us to close the eye 
and blow the nose hard several times, 
rolling the eyeball meanwhile. Cousin 
Mame -will advise rubbing the other eye. 
Aunt Mary'* advice is based upon com- 
mon sense, for the closing of the eye 
over the foreign matter will cause the 
tears to flow, and with them the In- 
truder is likely to be carried to the in- 
ner corner of the eye, where it can be 
easily removed with the corner of a soft 
handkerchief. 


Ofttimes the mere lifting of the up- 


per eyelid (by the eyelashes) will allow 
the accumulated tears to wash away the 
cinder. Then, too, a cinder, if not tight- 
ly lodged, may be displaced by simply 
drawing the upper lid as far as possible 


' over the lower one, then letting It fly 


back to its place; the friction is very 
likely to detach any light substance. 


Cousin Maine's advice is probably 


toased upon the principle of sympathy. 


A soft cnmel's-hair .paint brush 
is 


often used in removing a cinder or other 
•peck which has lodged on the surface 
of the eye. Moisten the brush In the 
mouth, then draw It backward against 
the speck. Sometimes the particle may 
be picked xip upon the moistened point 
of the brush, but this must ba done 
•with delicate care. The backward stroke 
Is the safest method. 


A sharpened match-stick, with a bit 


of absorbent cotton wound about it. 
Is- employed to remove a cinder or 
other Intruding substance from either 
the surfaces of the eye or the eyelid. 


When th« cinder lodges in the under 


surface of the upper lid, its removal is 
a more dilBcult proposition. Stand be- 
hind the patient, seated in a low chair 
with head leaning back. Lift the upper 


lid by Its lashes and roll it back over a 
pencil—the patient 
iooklng 
down- 


ward the -while. This gives oppor- 
tunity to examine the under surface 
of the eyelid and locate the cinder, 
which then may easily be removed by 
means of the paint brush or the stick 
wound •with cotton. 


Bits of iron or stone sometimes fly 


into the eye and become lodged in the 
front of the eyeball. Surgical skill 
should be resorted to in such a case. 
A powerful magnet often assists in 
removing from the eye a fragment of 
steel or iron. 


The eye that has entertained a cin- 


der has every reason to feel weak and 
weary upon its departure. 
It should 


have rest and treatment; otherwise, an- 
noying inflammation may follow. Bath- 
ing the eye with a solution of boric 
acid Is beneficial. It will be found con- 
venient to have the solution on hand. 
Prepare it in the following way: Put 
one ounce of boric acid into a basin, 
pour ore pint of boiling water over It 
and allow it to dissolve. Then strain 
and bottle the clear solution. 


The use of a little glass eye-cup is a 


convenience. These little cups are of 
green or blue glass, and are so shaped 
that they nt closely around the eye. 
Held In the position shown in the pic- 
ture, rot a drop of the eye wash need, 
be spiHed. The eye Is opened wide and 
Is flooded with the boric acid.

D"ESPAIR—Any one of these deplla- ' 
tories will be sure to help you in re- 
moving the superfluous hair: Sulphide 
of soda, 100 grains; slaked lime, eighty 
grains; starch, twenty grains; lime- 
water, four fluid drams. 
Barium sulphide is also used as a 
paste for depilatories. The standard 
formula is: Barium sulphide, eighty 
grains; powdered chalk, 400 grains. 
Mix with water. The barium sulphide 
must be absolutely dry to be effective 
when It Is mixed with the chalk. 
Enough water should be afterward 
added to make a thin paste. Sulphide 
of strontium makes also an efficient 
depilatory. 
It is made as follows: 
Sulphide of strontium, two drams: 
oxide of zinc, three drams; powdered 
starch, three drams.

harmless talcum powder: Rice flour, 
one ounce; talcum, one ounce; oxide 
of zinc, one ounce; carmine, enough 
to produce flesh tint.

Joseph Sullivan as a stockholder of the United Railroads osten- 
sibly to recover for the company the $200,000, alleged to have 
been paid Abe Euef is recognized by the public as a fishing ex- 
cursion on the part of the Spreckels prosecution. It is- believed 
that it was a device suggested by Spreckels' personal attorney, 
Charles S. Wheeler, -who is noted among lawyers for/trying his 
cases by deposition. 


Spreckels and Honey deny having instigated the suit, but 


nobody believes them. Their inveracity is too well established 
for their professions to obtained credit now. 
' 


The object of the suit is plainly to fish for evidence by tak- 


ing depositions that can be used against the defendants in the 
trolley cases. And while the depositions are being taken the 
trial of Calhoun and his subordinates will be staved off in the 
hope that something incriminating can be developed by the Sul- 
livan fishing excursion. 


In the complaint it is not stated how many shares of "United 


Railroads stock SujUivan owns or to what extent he has been 
personally injured by the alleged payment to Ruef.

official connection with the case. Neither has he any official 
connection with the so-called graft cases in San Francisco, be- 
ing merely a private spy for Rudolph Spreckels. 


Captain Petersen, chief of the Oakland detective force, has 


not complained of any interference, nor was it alleged that he 
objected to anybody trailing Burns in or out of Alameda county. 
When Petersen took hold of the case he announced that he 
would not allow it to be handled by private detectives. He has 
kept his word, and has uniformly told the rival bands of de- 
tectives to mind their own business, as he was fully capable of 
minding his own. 


Nevertheless Judge Dooling allowed Heney to abuse a pro- 


cess of court to the limit. The indignation of Burns at being 
trailed is funny in view of the fact that he has been trailing and 
hounding witnesses, jurors and private citizens by the score for 
more than a year. He has employed prostitutes and tenderloin 
rounders to report on the doings and movements of persons he 
desired to get some kind of a hold on. For months he exercised 
a secret espionage on citizens of the highest standing, striving to 
find something disreputable in their lives that he might use to 
the advantage of his master. 
' 


Now he whines like a dog at having to take a dose of his 


own medicine. He resents having his own rascally tactics turn- 
ed on himself.

At crucial stage* in all the other graft trials a timely sensa- 


tion was sprung by Burns. In the Ruef trial no sensation ap- 
peared just before the case was given to the jury. Something 
went wrong with the stage properties, and no foiled villainy was 


trumpeted by the Spreckels organs to glorify the astute Burns 
and fortify the bluster of Heney. 


Was this because^, considerate eye was kept on Burns and 


his chief stage hands? Notwithstanding the mysterious hints 
of a dark plot to be exposed, there were no kidnaping fakes and 
no red fire turned on tableaux arranged to excite the gallery and 
whet popular wrath against the higher-ups. Was it because 
Burns was not'left free to fix things up for the promised sensa- 
tion? Maybe that is the-reason Heney was so soic about his 
being trailed.

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The Lincoln-Roosevelt League starts in its second cam- 


paign in a particularly bad way. It has several handicaps which 
even a bogus movement for ivforra will find it difficult to pack. 
Not the least of the surplus weights this organization of false 
pretense will have to carry is the fact that it has persistently 
and stupidly lied to the people. The error of misleading the 
public is one'of the greatest that any political combination can 
make, for when the people find that they have been deceived 
they will not readily believe any statement that the proved falsi- 
fiers may make. 


The leaguers, in the fare of the primary return^ from dif- 


ferent points in the State, lied for the very lust of lying, pub- 
lishing d.iy after day the claim that they had carried the primary 
aud would have the State no,a'7Lating convention by a large ma- 
jority. This unvjvticity was persisted in in the fa.jo of the re- 
turns which showed the reverse to be the fact. Tho luncheon 
leaguers did not ccaso their lying until the roll of the State con- 
vention had Icon called and a majority in excess of 
TOO was 


polled against them. Then the leaguers were served a fine lun- 


- -eheon of crow. It has been suggested that the reactionaries adopt 


this black bird for their campaign emblem and that the buzzard 
be included in the menus of its future political feeds. 


Another of the frauds which the leaguers sought to perpe- 


trate upon the electors was the circulating of the report that 
the regular Republican organization was opposed to the nomina- 
tion of Secretary Taft for President of the United States. 


The fact is that the first Taft clubs in the State were organ- 


ized at Sacramento and other points by the regulars. The hypo- 
crisy of the reactionaries was given verification at the primaries 
in San Francisco. Every Assembly district in this city that was 
carried by the leaguers cast its vote against Taft for President 
in the unofficial primary. 


The first choice of the league as shown by the vote of these 


districts was Theodore Roosevelt and not William H. Taft, who 
they claimed to be their candidate in public but whom they re- 
pudiated at the ballot box. 


Not only did the regular organization endorse Taft by strong 


resolutions adopted by the State convention, which they abso- 
lutely controlled, but they sent as delegates to the National con- 
vention men who are on record as ardent supporters of that can- 
didate for President. 


The league's campaign was not fought on principle, for it 


had none. Its plan of action was that of mudslinging. 
The 


result gave added proof to tl o long established fact .that a cam- 
paign of vilification cannot.win in California. A movement 
that has for its sole purpose the seizing of all the public offices 
and whose plan of campaign consists of mudslinging and lying 
must necessarily go down to defeat in a community where in- 
telligence and a love of fair play hold sway. 


. The Lincoln-Roosevelt League is such a fraud that it could 


not even be true to its own. In the vote for chairman this re- 
markable movement of false pretense gave William R. Davis 
of Oakland 275 votes. When it came,to the election of delegates 
at large to the National convention this same combination polled 
but 218 votes for Dr. Chester Rowell of Fresno. A pertinent 
inquiry is, "What became of the other 57 votes that had been 
cast for Davis?" Another question that presents itself is, "Was 
Dr. Rowell betrayed by his associates in the movement for re- 
form and jobs?" Possibly the truth of the matter is that the 
218 votes given Rowell out of a total of 629 delegates was the 
real strength of the leaguers in the convention, and all votes 
cast in excess of that for other candidates, were the result of 
extraneous causes. 


The dwindling strength of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League is 


possibly best illustrated by its minority representation in the 
Republican- State Central Committee. The reactionaries claim 
41 of the 98 members of the State governing boidy. In fact, it 
has less than 35, probably about 32. In view o| its false pre- 
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tenses as to its principles, and its lying both in high and in low 
places as to results the league will do well if it maintains even 
its present minority position with the. Republican electors of 
California. The probabilities are that this movement, origi- 
nated in political fraud and nourished on unveracity will so 
shrink in public estimation, after its recent unmasking, that in 
the August primaries it will be wholly discredited. 


Practically all the campaign bills of the league ha^e been 


paid by Rudolph Spreckels, although the sources from which 
the money came Jiave not been made public. The printing bills 
were quite heavy and the last demand met for headquarters ex- 
penses amounted to $2300. In addition to these heavy charges 
the amount of "boodle" that was expended among workers and 
others who made up the forces of the movement for reform and 
jobs went into sc-\eral thousands of dollars. 


Among leading: la^vers of this city the opinion prevails 


that a most conspicuous contributing cause to the failure of the 
Ruef jury to agree upon a verdict was the incompetence and 
bungling of Francis J. Heney in presenting the case of the peo- 
ple. He utterly failed to make ovt a case, and through his in- 
capacity lost the cause of the State. It is freelv suggested 
among the members of the bar that aiiy fair lawyer could have 
won the case as against Ruef handily. It is certain that "the 
lawyers for the defense captured HeueV's goat early in the trial 
and the special prosecutor never recovered the bearded quad- 
ruped. 


This leads to the subject of the appropriation recently made 


by the Supervisors of $70,000 for District Attorney Langdon 
to use in the conduct of special prosecutions. What the District 
Attorney is to do ^ith this large sum of money is a subject of 
much inquiry. 


To the lay mind, unfamiliar with the methods of squander- 


ing public funds by reform officials, the disposition to be made 
of this $70,000 is not apparent. It must be borne in mind that 
the District Attorney is already in possession of transcripts of 
the'testimony given by all the witnesses thai appeared before 
the Oliver Grand Jury of unsavory memory, and also has tran- 
scripts of the evidence taken in the cases of all the graft de- 
fendants tried thus far. For all these the taxpayers have paid 
large smns of money. 


A lawyer of much superior ability io that possessed by 


Francis J. Heney could be retained for $5000 a year to try these 
cases, and even if it might be considered good politics to engage. 
two such attorneys at double the su°aestod fee the'cost to the 
taxpayers would be but $20,000 during the next fiscal year. The 
United States Government considers $5000 a liberal fee for con- 
dur-ting"one of its cases to a conclusion, and such is the retainer 
it usually pays special counsel whom it employs. The question, 
"What disposition is to be made of the large sum of $70,000 ap- 
propriated by the Supervisors for special prosecutions?" re- 
curs. "Is it to be used for doing politics as were the rat moneys 
squandered by the Board of Health under the pretense of sank 
tating the city?"

1 The solicitude displayed by James D. Phelan and Rudolph" 


Spreckels for their old social chum and clubmate, J. Dalzell 
Brown, the comictcd Yice-Presicleut and Manager of the de- 
funct California Safe Deposit & Trust Company, borders on 
the Bathetic. These reformers and enemies of all grafters who 
come in conflict with their personal, political and financial ambi- 
tions, seem to be doing all in their power to screen and make 
light the punishment of this arch-grafter, Brown. 


The fact that their old associate robbed thousands of con- 


fiding depositors, by reason of his financial methods, of about 
$6,000,000 does not seem to appeal to the fine sense of justice 
that inspired these purists when they caused Janitor Duffy to 
be indicted on the false ground that he had committed perjury 
when he denied before the Grand Jury that he had introduced' 
Supervisor Nicholas to a furniture agent and that Nicholas sub- 
sequently received a commission of $28 on furniture sold the 
city. Duffy told the truth and Spreckels, Phelan, Burns and 
Heney and Judge Lawlor, to whom the case was assigned for 
trial, all knew that he had done'so, but Duffy had to be indicted 
"as an example." 


It is understood that the sentence of eighteen months given 


Brown by a Judge "called in from the country," was made thus 
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light at solicitation of his former social equals. But Brown, by 
some ndshap, of course, had to go to San Quentin. There the 
"pull" in his behalf was renewed and every effort made to se- 
cure an easy berth for Mm. But the Prison Directors happened 
to be made of sterner stuff and all importunings in behalf of 
Brown failed. The convicted and one-tenth sentenced male- 
factor was ordered to the jute mill and put to work. 


He was soon on chatty and apparently good terms with 


the other convicts, but the work to which he was assigned "was 
hard. He was made to take the jute cloth off the rollers which 
requires much pulling and hauling,and is no easy task. TJiis 
was more than Brown's old companions among a special brand 
of the elite could stand without a shudder. The "pull" was put 
in action once more. Brown was brought to San Francisco and 
given a comfortable berth in the local jail and no work. Prior 
to his being sent to San Quentin Brown wore a natty brown 


1 toupee, but apparently to create sympathy for nim he was fur- 


nished a gray wig—possibly to indicate that his grief over the 
trouble he found himself in had turned his hair. 


There are stories in'local circulation that this tender solici- 


tude for Brown are not based on social grounds alone. It is 
said thot the "Western Pacific financed some political movements 
in this State, including the campaign of Theodore A. Bell for 
Governor, and that Brown handled the money. Brown might' 
turn pa-rot of historic repute and "talk too much. Then these 
efforts of his sympathetic cronies of old may be based purely on 
social relations and the fact that Brown subscribed liberally of 
the funds of which.the unfortunate depositors of the California 
Safe Deposit & Trust Company, to the so-called graft prosecu- 
tion. 


.Political purity makes some people wondrous kind when 


their own get in trouble, but Janitor Duffy, wrongly indicted, 
as were others, does not appeal to the fine sensibilities of this 
coterie of holier-than-thous and not having been a social 
companion at arms of this angelic host, he must remain under 
the stigma of a false indictment. But Duffy is poor and did not 
have an opportunity, and probably no inclination, to rob thou- . 
sands of innocent depositors of $6.000,000 in hard earned coin. 
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The recent shoutings of Heney, Burns and Langdon about 


thugs and anarchists infesting the Ruef trial and San Francisco 
generally is quite true, but these prowlers for public evil are 
the camp followers of the so-called graft prosecution. As sig- 
nificant of the conditions that prevailed at the trial of Ruef the 
prosecution were given control of a rear staircase leading from 
Hyde street to Judge Dooling's private chambers, the latter 
opening into the courtroom wiiere the trjal was conducted. 


No person was admitted by this rear passage except on the 


orders of Langdon, Heney. Older and Burns. It was by this 
back stairway, through Judge Dooling's private chamber, that 
the "thugs" and "anarchists" gained admission to the court- 
room. As these men were given free conduct by the combination 
called the prosecution it is but fair to presume that they repre- 
sented the plunderers of character and wonld-he assassins of 
reputation by whom they had been guaranteed. 


These repeated declarations about pursuing thugs and 


threatening anarchists, as made by the prosecution, is regarded 
by some as indicating dementia. Noted alienists have accepted 
delusions as to conspiracies and pursuit by imaginarv "thugs," 
together with other incoherent utterances, as indicative of meu- 
tafr disturbances. 


Those not specialists on tinhinged minds have taken a more 


practical view of the repeated shoutings of the coterie of reform- 
ers calling themselves the prosecution. These are of the belief 
that the purpose of all these loud declarations of pursuit by 
"thugs" is but an attempt to prepare evidence in advance that 
may be used as a defense in another Arizona murder. 
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The Democratic State convention, held early last week at' 


Fresno, was full of political interest from a Bourbon point of 
view. Possibly the most conspicuous feature of this gathering 
was the unhorsing of Gavin McNab as a State boss. While 


" there is no question of the defeat of McNab, on the face of in- 


formation that was available—there was no roll call on chair- 
man of the convention, all candidates other than Sanford hav- 
ing bt'en withdrawn—so that an official count of votes was not 
had. 


That the margin of advantage was insignificant is shown 


by the, fact that Bell did not have the contest go to a vote rather 
than hold a conference with Mayor Harper of Los Angeles, the 
opposing candidate, and which .resulted in the withdrawal, of 
the southern man. Boss Bell is rated among Democrats as 50 
per cent ingratitude and 50 per cent swelled head, and if he 
thought there was a large majority vote in favor of Ms candi- 
date ior chairman he would not have permitted the opportunity 
to feed his vanity to pass. 


Just prior to the hour set for the assembling*of the con- 


vention, the McNab people -made their last figures on the 
strength of the organization as opposed to the antis with Bell 
as their candidate for State boss. It was estimated that the 
MeNub wing had but 28 votes out of a 298 necessary to elect their 
candidate for chairman, who was Mayor Harper of Los Angeles. 
There was some talk among the Bellites about the Alameda dele- 
gation having gone over to the antis, but this was without foun- 
dation, in fact for the reason that when this delegation was pri- 
vately polled it stood 29 for Harper to 5 for Sanford. The reg- 
ulars" knew this and included Alameda in their calculations., 
There was also talk of Tulare having gone over to regulars with 
its 13 votes, but this was merely a loss to the Bell faction, who 
had been claiming Tulare, whereas the McNab followers had 
included Tulare in its figures from tiae outset. 
* 


Mayor Harper was informed as to the status of the con- 


vention. He was not asked to withdraw but informed that the 


outlook was for Ms defeat if lie went before the convention. Har- 
per decided to back down and out instead of making the fight on 
the floor much to the disgust of Tom Fox of Sacramento and 
other stalwarts, who talked straight from the shoulder to the 
Mayor of Los Angeles, almost demanding that he make the 
fight, win or lose, and go down with colors flying. But Harper 
is from the mild climate of the orange belt and discretion and 
not a desire for battle dominated him and he insisted on with- 
drawing. This disposed of the contest and Sanford was elected 
by acclamation, and thus was McNab apparently put out of con- 
trol of Democratic State politics for the present, at least. 


That McNab was greatly disappointed^; the result I doubt, 


although he might have preferred td have had his retirement 
come in another way. It is well known that Gavin McNab is 
not an enthusiastic Bryan man and he would have found him- 
self in a decidedly unpleasant position had he been obliged as 
State leader of the Democracy to make the campaign in Califor- 
nia for the'' Great Commoner." 


There are shrewd politicians who claim that McNab's posi- 


tion is particularly strong, and one in which he cannot but gain 
an advantage in the outcome. Either by preconceived plan or 
otherwise, the canny Scotchman has put all his opponents in 
one bag and played the field of Democratic candidates for Presi- 
dent against Bryan. Should the Nebraskan fail to secure the 
nomination at Denver, or should he be defeated before the peo- 
ple, which he surely will if nominated, McNab will still be in a 
good political position, with all of his opponents in the ono sack 
with Bryan. 
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McNab's defeat at Fresno was not due to personal unpopu- 


larity, for the bulk of the Democrats in California 'like MrNab 
for the shrewd and able manner with which he has manipulated 
their minority cause for the past ten years. Of course, the same 
element that has opposed Mm from the start of his caieer in 
politics was at Fresno to spew their venom in his path in this 
canvas. I believe, however, that had a popular vote been taken, 
as between McNab and Bell, by the delegates at the conclusion 
of the business of the convention, McNab would have won by a 
large majority. 


The delegates from the interior counties of the State were 


for instructions for Bryan, many of them having been so 
pledged by their county and district cqnventions. It was known 
that McNab was lukewarm on this subject, favoring an^unin- 
structed delegation. It was for this reason that McNab lost 
many votes on the organizing of the convention. 


The old opposition used for its main argument, other than 


that relative to instructions, that McNab could not unify the 
party, he could not bring in the chicken pickers, the bootblack, 
the fish cleaners and other influential organizations, that of re- 
cent years had been estranged from the Bourbon faith and fol- 
lowed other political gods. Bell was a representative of these 
elements and would bring them back into the Democratic camp, 
while McNab was classed as representing the conservative ele- 
ments of the party. 'It was argued that the fish cleaners and 
bootblacks would more than offset the men of the professions 
and in the commercial and financial world, who might not follow 
the call of Bell as the self-constituted boss of the Democratic 
party of California. 


,>The temper of the Democratic convention was such, just 


prior to its adjournment, that I believe that if the issue was 
squarely and fairly presented to them they would hnve repudi- 
ated Bell, the new boss, offhand. 


They were apparently sick of him already. His arbitrary 


rule and"Ms greed of political place was too much for even the 
Bourbon stomach. With a scratch of his pencil he struck names 
from the lists submitted by the delegates for State and Congres- 
sional district committeemen. He issued orders to Chairman 
Sanford of the convention in dictatorial manrier, he apparently 
regarding the presiding officer as but a chattel of the new boss. 


To add to the disgust Bell announced Mmself as a candidate 


for about every post of political honor that the 
Democratic 


party will ha~ve within its power to nominate him to for the next 
four years. Chairman of the National convention, United 
States Senator and Governor of California are a few of the new 
boss' political aspirations with more still to be heard from. 


Some of the delegates whom he sought to turn down for 


the committees openly resented his audacity. M. F. Cochrane of 
Marin denounced Bell's order that Ms name be stricken from 
the list submitted by the Second Congressional district for State 
Central Committeeman. Bell subsequently sought an interview 
with Cochrane, but the latter beyond reminding the new boss 
that he had also failed to keep faith with him two years before 
would hold no conversation with the new czar. In the beginning 
of the interview Bell had attempted to be jocose and suggested 
that they go-into a room for the purpose of talking it over. Coch- 
rane misunderstood Boss Bell and thinking it was for a discus- 
sion with fists expressed great eagerness that the fray come off 
at once. Bell explained his joke and an interesting scrimmage 
was averted. 
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The platform adopted by the convention is a galaxy of gems 


of political thought. It could hardly be less when it is recalled 
that it was prepared by a committee of fifty-three members^and 
with a view to catching votes and not to present party princi- 
ples. One of the inconsistencies of tMs remarkable document 
is a demand for an increase of the Navy, whereas both Bryan 
and the Representatives of the Democratic party in Congress 
have declared against the policy of an enlarged Navy. 


If they had believed more votes could be obtained the con- 


vention undoubtedly would have declared in favor of the Gov- 
ernment placing a battlesMp, or at least a first-class armored 
cruiser in the irrigating ditch of every farmer of the State. 


Another plank instructing the delegates to the National 


convention for Bryan excited some comment from those Bour- 
bons with memories, for they recalled that Bryan could not have 
been nominated at CMcago eight years ago had the delegations 
been instructed on "firstlast and all the time" lines. But the 
Bourbons assembled at Fresno were true to the traditions of 
their prototype^ who were credited with never having known 


anything or been able to learn anything. 


There was a direct primary plank upon which much stress 


was laid as though it had originated with the Democrats. The 
fact is that the regular Republican party of California worked 
for six years on a direct primary law before one was finally 
framed that would be satisfactory to all parts of the State. 
Many counties objected to the direct primary in their sections 
because of the expense and the long distances'the electors would 
have to travel. By reason of these conditions the present law 
was framed, making the primary-mandatory in some counties 
and optional in others. That primaries are not mandatory all 
over the State is for the reason that certain counties did not 
favor it. All the small talk about direct primaries had during 
this campaign by both Lincoln-Roosevelt Leaguers and Demo- 
crats is buncombe pure and simple, for the present law was 
passed by the regular Republican organization after having 
been prepared to meet the wishes of the great majority of the 
• electors. 


Another plank in that remarkable assembling of "molasses 


to catch flies" is the demand for the repeal of the tariff on im- 
ported lumber and wood supplies. The thousands of lumbermen 
in Humboldt, Mendocino and other timber counties will nat- 
urally ask, "Who is to cut this lumber that is to be admitted 
free?" and in view of the fact that such a measure would place 
them in direct competition with cheap foreign labor they will 
cast their votes against a party that would deprive them of their 
means of gaining a livelihood. 


The Democratic State convention, take it all and all, was a 


trifle queer. Back of and underlying it was some-thing other 
than the questions of boss control or instructions for William 
Jennings Bryan. What this something was has not been made 
perfectly clear as yet, but there were finger marks and even 
footprints wMch under the Bertillon system of political identi- 
fication became suggestive if not significant of forces supposed 
to be foreign to Democratic conventions that are so blatant of 
purity and reform as was the gathering so recently adjourned. 


High license question is said to have cut a no small figure 


in the combination that made Theodore A. Bell the boss of the 
Bourbons of California. It is understood that Bell was backed 
by the liquor interests of the State under an agreement that the 
Democratic party be converted into a machine to bring about 
low license once more. Bell is accepted by the organized saloon 
menr by reason of Ms being the Grand President of the Eagles, 
and for other causes, as their particular representative and 
through him and Ms control of the Democratic machine thev are 
endeavoring to supplant high license by low license throughout 
California. The proMbition wave that seems to be sweeping the 
county, caused unusual activity among the liquor interests. 


There were also traces of an attempted fusing of the Demo- 


cratic party and the Lincoln-Roosevelt League—otherwise a 
sort of coupling of the Spreckels machine with that of the De- 
mocracy, as it will be under the management and control of 
Boss Bell. The leaguers are to present their hypocritical princi- 
ples of reform in an effort to deceive one portion of the public, 
while Bell is to line up Ms Democratic machine for the saloon 
elements and against high license. By this process of deception 
it is hoped by the manipulators of the scheme, to commingle the 
long hairs and tiie short hairs in one harmonious political blend. 


The fierce mouthings of Boss Bell against the Southern 


Pacific were not accepted by even the most radical anti-corpo- 
ration delegates with any measure of seriousness. It was re- 
called that during his canvass for Governor the Napa man, who, 
it was currently reported had been financied by the Western 
Pacific, was equally blatant, going up and down the State bel- 
lowing against the first railroad of the State. 
The day has 


passed in California where even the most rabid public owner- 
ship citizens can be fooled in large numbers by the hypocritical 
nmunderings of a demagogue. 


During the Bell campaign for Governor the new Demo- 


cratic boss was referred to by the Western Pacific people, not 
as a retained attorney, but as our "hired man." ' Possibly Bell 
is preparing to resume his political services to the Western Pa- 
cific. 


By some it is believed that Bell made his fight against Mc- 


Nab in the hope of placating the Examiner and being taken up 


• by that powerful journal as a candidate for the United States 
Senate. It was noticed that he had nothing to say at Fresno 
against either Hearst or the Examiner, whereas he denounced 
both all over the State two years ago, declaring that Hearst and 
Herrin were allies. 


Al McCabe, who assisted in organizing the Independence 


League, and he accompanied Langdon all over the State as his 


• political equerry, was conspicuous as a Bell shouter at Fresno. 


He is said to be slated for assistant secretary of the State Com- 
mittee, a position he held for several years prior to going over 
to the Independence League. 


Why Bell should coddle McCabe, who supported Langdon 


for Governor, while fiercely denouncing Frank Goings of Los 
Angeles for supporting Theodore Summerland for Railroad 
Commissioner has not been explained. One theory is that the 
anti-McNab fight in San Francisco was financed by Spreckels 
and Phelan, and that McCabe, who is employed in Langdon'a 
office, has been delegated to see that the Bell crowd deliver the 
goods that were promised. 


It was very amusing to see Jim Barry of the Star lining up 


with McCabe and the fag-end of the Independence 
League. 


Barry has for years, in season and out, denounced Hearst and 
Ms political organization with a prickly pear vocabulary, and 
now he has taken Al McCabe to Ms bosom as one of the elect 


But it has been said of Barry that he was never satisfied 


till he had waltzed with and kicked the sMns of everybody by 
turns in the room, and that Ms rapprochement with McOabe 
and 'the Langdon slough-off from the Independence is merely a 
manifestation of Ms ruling idiosyncrosy in politics. Neverthe- 
less the combination is about as iricongruous as hay and ice 
cream at a pink tea.

Work of Securing Opera Stars 


Beset With Many Embar- 


rassing Experiences. 


LONDON, May 23.—Humanitarian Rad- 


icals are indignant with 'the government 
for Its supineness and timidity in Its 
dealngs 
wth 
the 
scandalous 
abuses 


wnch are being perpetrated against the 
native Zulu population by the. British 
colony at Natal. They are almost as bad 
as the Congo. 


Two years ago martial law, which 


strictly speaking, is not recognized by the 
British constitution, was proclaimed In 
Zululand as an Instrument of repression 
against the .colored population, and it 
has not only remained in force ever since, 
Dut it Is being administered with a se- 
verity and contempt for legality abao 
lutely without precedent. 


Hanging and flogging. 


Shooting, manging, Hogging and Im- 


prisonment have been going- on whole- 
sale, and every attempt of the natives to 
get redress has been treated contemp 
tously by the government of Natal. 


The British government made a feeble 


attemp to induce Natal to-abolish mar- 
tial law, but met with a contomptuous 
rebuff, and has since done nothing. How 
necessary Is some decisive action may 
be Judged from the fact that under mar 
tlal law twenty natives were executed, 
7000 flogged and 22,000 cast, into Jail. 


Barbarous Severity. 


The floggings were administered with 


barberous severity, the backs of the na 
tlves, according to official witnesses,, be 
ing "out to ribbons." 
The measures o 


repression were adopted against a' 
called "native rebellion," the "serious 
ness" of'which may be Judged from .th 
fact that the colonial losses amounte 
to nine men, whereas 8000 natives wer 
killed. 


A few months ago the excited colonist 


of Natal Invented a second native "re 
belllon," the head of which was suppose 
to be Dlniiubu, the Zulu chief. 
Zulus Won't Fight. 
Astrong force was marched Into Dinl- 


inlu's country and .everything possible 
done to create a genuine rebellion, but 
the Zulus refused to fight. 


Dlnliulu surrendered himself and is 


now on trial for high treason and mur- 
der. 
The Natal government refuses him 


a fair' trial and haa done everything pos-

The prince talked long and Interesting, 


ly of his new palace in Rome-i-Villa 
Malta—where he hopes to spend his life's 
evening after retiring from office. 
The 


Villa Malta was originally owned by the 
Roman Emperor Lucullus. Later Sallus- 
tus, the historian, lived In it. Princess 
Buelow, wfie of the Imperial Chancellor 
and & princess In her own right, has 
earned the reputation of bejng the "mos1 
Olympian" hostess on the continent. 


Hill Fortified by Leo IV. 


The Vatlca! hill was the last of th« 


'ourteen districts Into which Augustus 
divided the city, and later the gardens of 
Agrlppina and Comitian wore .situated 
there near 'to the circus of Caligula. 
iiowever, • as the power of the empire 
waned, tho outlying district of tne Vat- 
cal slope became deserted, and for many 
years after tho reign of Constantino was 
considered an abode of evil spirits. > 


This state of affairs lasted until 848, 


when Loo IV fortified the hill and con- 
structed tho Leonine city. For a num- 
ber of years the fields ware used as tilt- 
Ing grounds, but toward tho end of the 
fifteenth century were acquired by Slx- 
tus IV and became the gardens of tho 
Vatican palace, situated at the summit 
of the mount. Pope Sixtus had them 
laid out under his own supervision, and 
his successors have 
made 
but little 


change 
In 
them. 
They 
have ...beeii 


changed some from time to time, and in 
1845 tho grounds of the hospital of San , 
Splrite, an Institution dating from be-' 
fore the time of the original Leonlno 
wans, were 
Included.

MISPLACED GUY ROPE 


MAY HAVE CUT BAG 


Another story is to the effect that a 


guy ropo had been carelessly thrown 
across the network of small cords that 
bound the gas holder, and that whon 
drawn taut by the ascending balloon cut 
through the cloth and allowed the gas 
to escape with a rush that proved fatal 
to the experiment of inventor Morrell. This 
guy rope had not been cast off simul- 
taneously 
with the 
others, and thus 


caused the accident. It Is said. 
BALLOON SEEMED TO 


BE NOT WELL INFLATED 
A thirt suggestion comes from those 


•who declare that they noticed that the 
forward rart of the balloon was inade- 
quately inflated, that the -canvas of the 
bag flapped about in a' flabby way; and 
that the tension on the guy ropes w;is 
unequal, thus leading1 to an improper .dis- 
tribution of the weight and causing the 
entire balloon to collapse. 
FELL 300 FEET IN 
MASS OF WRECKAGE. 


It was when the most elevated part 


of the airship had risen about 300 feet 
that the first warning of dlsaslyr was 
received. The middle of the gas-holder 
was seen to wrinkle, thus 
Interfering 


with the even flow of the gas, the aft"r 
part of the airship leaped upward, while 
the prow sagged down, and all at on^e 
there was a crackling sound as the ten- 
sion of the gas caused the cloth to tear, 
and from a wide silt the gas escape!, 
allowing the airship, with Its humnn 
freight to fall to the ground.

After the wounded had been removed 


and the crowd had recovered from its 
horror there was a rush of souvenir hunt- 
ers and all sorts of vandalism was- com- 
mitted.

cies of destruction went on and what was 
left untouchek br the wreck fen into the 
hands of the relic hunter*. It was only 
when Chief of Police Vollmer ordered a 
squad of police to guard the spot that 
the persistent souvenir seekers left the 
spot. All the afternoon the place was 
besieged by a curious crowd, who came 
from far and near to view the result of 
the disaster.

Within a few seconds after the Morrell airship fell to the ground, entangling in its wreckage the luckless aeronauts, hundreds of the horrified spectators rushed 


in frantic haste to rescue the unfortunate men. They slashed open the big gas bag with their knives and 'dragged from the debris the injured.

There was difference of opinion among 


those who examined the gas holder, as tp 
the material having sufficient strength to 
bear the strain required for balloon pur- 
poses. It was not 
silk,_ the material 


usually employed in the manufacture of 
balloons, but a sort of unbleached mus- 
lin covered with a coating of paint or 
varnish. Some of. the cloth Detained by 
the spectators had'the appearance of be- 
ing weakened by the process of painting 
to which it had been subjected, the ten- 
sile strength evidently having been Im- 
paired to a considerable degree. 


There has been much mystery attached 


to the whole enterprise since it made its 
appearance in Berkeley about thirty days 
ago. 
Morrell. when he came here, was 


diffident and shy and wary when ques- 
tioned concerning his Intentions or the 
source, of his backing. From the start it 
was evident that he had money to work 
with, as tlj.e equipment he installed was 
of first-class order. His workmen were, 
for the most part, strrfngers, and as secre- 
tive as'their employer. There were twen- 
ty-two of them, and beyond corroborating 
the statements of. Morrell that thay were 
employed on a percentage basis, appar- 
ently were Ignorant of the Inside workings 
of the concern. Morrell to all comers said 
the ship was being built by the Morrell 
Airship Company^ with offices at 156S 
Market "street,. San Francisco. 
As the 


leviathan .airship began to loom In shape, 
he was besieged by people curious to learn 
of its mechanism and details. He de- 
clared that the ship was on new design, 
with a lifting capacity of. fourteen tons, 
and that the dead weight of the engines 
and other trappings and passengers, would 
not exceed flve tons.

RUSSIAN OFFICER PREDICTED DISASTER

OLONEL F. A. POSTNilKOV,, formerly an officer in'the Russian army and at present 
living in Berkeley, several days ago predicted- disaster to the Morrell airship. Colonel 
Postnikov is an expfrt in aerial navigation and the construction of balloons. During his 


country's war with Japan he was in charge of the Czar's war balloons at Vladivostok. In an 
interview in the Berkeley "Gazette'' last Monday Colonel Postnikov said: 


"I feel that the ship Mr. Morrell is building is unsafe. To. take a crew of men up in this 


would be'to jeopardize their lives. My reason for saying this is not to discourage his' crew, 
but from a scientific standpoint I am convinced that the canvas used'to envelope or confine the 
gas is not strong .enough to hold the volume of rarified air that will be forced into it. The greater 
the volume of gas the greater the buoyancy, and likewise the greater the pressure upon the bag 
confining it. With half a million cubic feet of gas confined, you can readily imagine that the 
pressure, will be enormous. Ths quality and texture of the material used in this great bag would 
do for a smaller,craft, but as it is increased in size the strength of the texture must be increased."

Child Witness of Balloon Catas- 


trophe in Berkeley Is 


Painfully Injured. 


A distressing accident growing out of 


the balloon catastriphe in Berkeley yes- 
terday occurred when four-year-old Enid 
Hoffman was run down by a Grove street 
lapse. Teh child was watching the pro- 
gress of the rescue work by which the 
men were being freed from the wreckage, 
ando did not notice when a north- 
bound car approached. 
She was almost 


opposite the Berkeley High School edi- 
fice, and as the 
huge balloon swung 


around before settling flown in the va- 
cant lot, the crowd swayed backward and 
the little one In trying to escape one 
danger encountered another. She stepped 
on the track and was struck by the fen- 
der, which knocked her aside. She fell 
beside the track 
bleeding and uncon- 


scious and at first it was thought that 
she had been instantly killed. Tender- 
ly the little bruised body was lifted up, 
and it was found that life was not ex- 
tinct. The left shoulder was dislocated 
and there is a severe laceration of the 
scalp.

It would appear from reports received by the government that 


Mexico is still a. fruitful field for American investors. For several 
months pist the money market has bejn 
exceedingly 
close in 


Mexico. \s a result good investments are easier to secure than m 
the days when money was plentiful. The Pacific Coast is always 
interested in the financial affairs of Mexico. 
The 
report of the 


Mexican consul to our government is as follows: 


"In transmitting the following information concerning banks 


and banking in Mexico, Consul W. D. Shaughnessy of Aguasca- 
Hentes, reports that, owing to the continued increase of" general 
business and the falling off of foreign investments, due to the un- 
satisfactory monetary conditions in the United States and Europe, 
no tttikm* developments have been made in the republic during the 
past sixTnonths. 


"The hanks of Mexico are reported to be in need of increased 


resources*, in order to finance many proposed enterprises, and, with- 
out a doubt, any improvement in the money market will bring large 
capital into Mexican fields. The recent stringency, 
both in the 


'United States and Europe, has not prevented the Mexican banks 


• from paying their obligations in cash, but it has been the means 
of prohibiting the lending of money except upon sound security at 
the high rate of 12 per cent interest, an increase of 2 1-2 per cent 
since last July. Foreign exchange is very high, and little or no 
business is being done with the United States, all drafts issued be- 
ing still made payable through the clearing houses. 


"Upon the invitation of the> Minister of Finance delegates from 


the banks of the republic assembled in April for the purpose of dis- 
cussing ways and means to improve the banking methods o 
Mexico. 


"The Minister of Finance strongly advocates the necessity of , 


bank having its numerary values and documents m such a conditior 
that it mav convert the sum represented into cash assets at a mo 
ment's notice to cover its liabilities on presentation. H'e also con 
demns the practice of the banks in allowing interest on open ac- 
counts, the reason being that time deposits are most desirable and 
protect them from unlocked for surprises. The 
Department 
ot 


Finance has made the following suggestions: 


"'Tint efficacious means be found to fortify the cash reserves 


against any demands made against them for speculative purposes 
or fluctuations in the price of precious metals or for necessary bal- 
ances; that forced and artificial circulation of their bills be avoided, 
that an agreement be reached by which the banks will not make 
advances outside their territorial jurisdiction without security; that 
a limit bo placed on the obligations which different persons may 
contract at each bank, that the attorneys of the banks do not enjoy 
greater privileges than any other private individuals; that greater 
vigilance be exercised over the management of the banks and that 
more accountants and experts be engaged and special commissions 
instituted and that they determine upon a better form to advise 
stockholders and the public of the true conditions of the banks^,"

interesting subject of speculation among 
Alamedans at present concerns .the re- 
cent announcement that the 
Southern 


Pacific will Immediately proceed to elec- 
trize Its local service throughout. This 
work Is practically guaranteed, the first 
definite report having become public fol- 
lowing the return of General Manager E. 
E. Calvin from New York a few days 
ago, where he had been Jn conference 
with E. H. Harrlman and JuHus Krutt- 
schnltt. 


It has been known for nome time that 


tha plans were fully complete • for this 
Improvement, but owing to the financial 
stringency of last fall, the work has been 
delayed. 
i 


It now appears that the electrizing of 


the Alajneda county local lines of the S. 
P. -will be pushed without further delay. 


The so-called horse-shoe lino on the 


north side will be extended, probably, 
along Clement avenue, where It inter- 
sects with the present line, eastward to 
San Leandro bay, thence across the bay 
shore of the east end. of Alameda, con- 
necting there with the south shore line, 
and thus forming a loop. 


It will mean the opening -up of a large 


area known as the Cohen tract, which 
will bring all of the north and east shore 
on a convenient and direct line to San 
Francisco. 
Nearest to San Francisco. 


The fuH scope o' the advantages to 


Alameda of these projected Improvements 


v the S. P. cannot be adequately ex- 


pressed, and the people will not appre- 
ciate the great benefits of the change un- 
til the electric cars are in operation. The 
smokeless motive power, clean, well ap- 
pointed modern coaches, thoroughly bal- 
lasted roadbed In conjunction with three 
new, fast steel ferry boats, now being 
built, will place Alameda, In point of 
time, the nearest suburb of San Fran- 
cisco. 


The new system will reduce the pres- 


ent system fully 15 minutes all along the 
line, while one-half the tlmd spent cross- 
Ing San Francisco bay will be cut off. 


One of the chief advantages of electri- 


city over steam as regards local trains 
Is that the electric cars make stops and 
starts In half the time that engine-drawn 
trains can. 
Ready for Actual Work. 


The published report that the electriz- 


ing work has been in abeyance since the 
flro is scarcely true, because, while *he 
project.was shelved for a time after the 
fire, It was 
taken 
up again several 


months ago and the Southern Pacific of- 
ficials in charge of the work have been 
busy attending to the preliminary work 
and getting ready to start the actual 
work of construction. 


The railroad men can do nothing, how- 


ever, until the S. P.'s franchise applica- 
tions are passed upon in Alameda. 


The Alameda City Council has sub- 


mitted to the railroad officials the esti- 
mated cost of street, work which 
the 


Council wishes the company to pay for 
before granting the S. P. franchises for 
the extending and looping together of 
the two local lines. 


These extensions will necessitate the 


building of 
a 
considarable stretch 
of i 


street through the Cohen and adjoining 
properties lying east of tho broad gauge 
line, now branching off towards Prultvale 
from Park-street station. 


The last big piece of work undertaken 


by ex-City Engineer Poyzer, and tho one 
which caused his nervous collapse, was 
figuring the cost of opening and improv- 
ing this street.

Jolly Lot of Folks. 


The exoursionists were a. Jolly lot of 


folks; plain, honest and clean-looking. 
Many of- them were youngsters and high 
school girls, who 
with their 
parents, 


teachers and friends, were out on a hol- 
iday sinht-seeing. 
The glow of health 
and enthuiiasm reddened the cheeks of 
ths youthful' members of the party, who 
were all agog to see the only man who 
could wield the undemoUshed weapon ol 
HerculBS, tha Baton Grande with which 
he keeps every body in place.

Hia face, as every one knows, is heavy 
arid strong, and despite his efforts:,to 
."look pleasant," as the photographer 
would S87,' there Is a sort of fierceness

smiles. 
His general appearance seta at defiance 


ajl tha known laws of physiognomy and 
phrenology, for h» has neither tha Pla- 
tonic head, nor an attractive figure, and 
Is lacking In grace of manner.

frew, and was welcomed warmly every- j 
where. I well remember the appearance 
of the gentle prince of royal blood, hio 
modest demeanor, appropriate 
g-arb and 


his flaxen curls as he stood bareheaded 
on the veranda of the Mononguhela. House 
close by the side of the grave and hand- 
some Duke of Xew 
Castle, and looked 


down silently Into the welcome faces of 
hundreds of Irishmen, who had left their 
native land and had quit their shops and j 
forges for a short hour to shout them- 
selves hoarse at the sight of the young 
heir to the British crown.

This llfe-plotura was emblematic of the | 


power and authority of a great nation, j

What would they have thought 
had the prince appeared -before them in 
a hunting Jacket or In his shirt sleeves?

pleased, although, to the looker-on, some 
features of tha cemerony were novel or 
grotesque. 
But they would be able to 


tell their friends 
upon ths arrival at 


home that they had shaken hands with 
their beloved president, the man who dic- 
tates to Congress and the courts, and 
makes everybody toa tho mark and keeps 
us all guessing.

people had also seen the Executive Man- 
sion and its gorgeous trappings, all of 
which la something to tell and ramem- 
ber.
